Business Influences Encoun- 
tered When Americans Try 
to Have Blockade Against 
Germany Modified. 


FOOD PROBLEM OF 
GREAT CONCERN 


Find Means of Getting 
Necessaries to Impover- 
ished People Everywhere.

PARIS, Jan. 11.—The outside 
world may have gained the itmpres 
sion that a great deal has been done 
toward the business of the peace 
conference in the private conferences 
of a preliminary nature already held 
behind closed doors. 

But the fact is that comparatively 
little has been accomplished in the 
direction of taving foundations of a 
permanent settlement of the many 
vexed questions before the allied 
countries. It appears to be true that 
the real emphasis has been placed 
so far on what might be called the 
problems ad interim or those of the 


transition period, between the sign- 
ing of the armistice and the peace 
treaty. 

Much more concern is evident in 
some quarters here lest the economic 
adjustments necessary should prv- 
duce a background unfavorable for 
the smooth dispatch of the larger 
aiplomatic questions to come. One 
important question concerns the dis- 
‘posal of American foodstuffs. For 
instance, it is reported that Great 
Britain has learned that she has 
enough food for the present and 
therefore has abandoned all pur- 
chases of the commodities for an 
indefinite period. 


Americans Concerned. 


Representatives of the Untted 
States here are somewhat concerned 
over the effect of such matters at 
home. 

Discussion of questions affecting 
the lifting of the blockade is also 
going on among the American rep- 
resentatives. It is recognized, of 
course, that a moderate lifting of the 
blockade would be of great benefit to 
the United States in a difficult sit- 
uation. President Wilson has been 
ceeply occupied with problems of 
this kind in the last few days. He 
has been in frequent conference with 
Hierbert Hoover and with other 
rembers of the American mission. 

It is semi-officially stated that the 
American delegation is pressing for a 
reduction in the severity of the 
blockade against the Teutonic Pow- 
ers. 

It is extremely difficult to give the 
people of America an actual descrip- 
tion of the numerous international 
currents in the present situation. It 
is farthest from the mind of the 
governments allied with the United 
Siates to take any steps rt would 
be to the disadvantage| gf America. 
Neither the governme#ts nor the 
peoples of the allied countries would 
sanction any steps which might af- 
fect the friendly co-operation with 


| ws. 


Business Influences Felt. 
There are, however, certain busi 
ness influences in all countries whose 
voices are being heard in the econ- 
omic discussions now proceeding in- 
formally. Such voices may, perhaps, 
cloud the atmosphere in which the 
American delegation finds itself on 
entering the peace conference. 
The highest military and naval 
‘opinion in American quarters here 
supports the view that Germany has 
|been reduced to absolute military 
impotence, and that the necessity for 
ithe strictest blockade is gone. 
American belief here is that the 
lifting of the blockade should not 
be postponed any longer than is ab- 
solutely necessary. This opinion 
likewise holds that the early resump- | 
tion of commercial activities is of 
the utmost importance in preventing 
the spread of Bolshevism, which may 
in some nf®asures be checked bv the 
early movement of cer.afn necessi- 
ties of life needed everywhere by im- 
fgatageaeers se peoples.

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 11.—Seven- 
tv-two persons were killed, 81 were 
seriously wounded and more than 
800 received minor injuries in the 
fighting which oceurred here yester- 
day and last night as a result of the 
general strike,

Firing was heard in all parts of 
the city from 7 o'clock until mid- 
night, but then began to die away,

How Other Natizns Responded 


Undefined Character of Rights of Belligerents 


Benjamin Franklin in 


1785 for Their Definition by Treaty.

All of the doubts and misgiving 
, that exist in the public mind as to 
the success of the President in re- 
‘alizing his 14 points as a practical 
| basis of peace appear to center who!l- 
ly around “‘the freedom of the seas.’’ 
And the outstanding potential obsta- 
cle is popularly thought to be 
traditional British policy of naval su- 
premacy. 

Responsible British statesmen 
have even declared that if this point 
in the President’s program involves 
a surrender of Britain's ability to 
protect herself by an adequate naval 

force from starvation by hostile 
Power she can never assent to it. 
It is pertinent, therefore, to in- 
quire what is meant by “the freedom 
of the seas?"’ President Wilson has 
| never defined the term. 
It is necessary to an understand- 
ing of the relations of states to the 
|seas that they be considered sepa- 
rately in their development in times 
of peace and in times of war. As to 


those relations in times of peace, we, 


| know that it was a _ principle of 
Roman law that the sea could not be 
the subject of priavte property, but 
‘was public. 
we find vast stretches of the oceans 
claimed as the private property of 
various sovereigns. 

Thus Spain claimed the whole of 
‘the Pacific and the Gulf of Mexico; 
Portugal all of the Atlantic south of 
Morocco to the Indian Ocean: En- 


giand, the North and Irish Seas and 


part of the Atlantic, and Venice the 
whole of the Adriatic. 

Within these areas the claimant 
states not only actually prohibited 
navigation by other states, in some 


instances, but enforced other regu-. 


letory measures as proprictors, such 
as exacting tolls, requiring fishing li- 
censes and salutes to their respective 
flags in recognition of alleged dumin- 
ion. 

It is plain that “the freedom of the 
sean” could not exist during this pe- 
riod in which 
ownership was recognized, giving to 
the great maritime states a monopo- 
iv of the oceans, 

Saner Fra Dawned. 

In the eighteen century, however. 
a saner era dawned, bringing with it 
_the principle that the seas are in- 
capabable of occupation and are 
necessarily unappropriable; that they 
are the common property of all states 
to be used in equal enjoyment: and 
that states may exercise jurisdiction 
over only so much of the seas off 
their coasts as are embraced within 
cannon shot, then a distance of three 
miles, 

This principle of the freedom of 
the seas in times of peace, has not 
only become a settled one in the iaw 
of nations, but it has been extended 
to international rivers; straits and 
canals as well, through successive 
conferences and congresses. 

The first application of the princi- 
ple to the International rivers was 
that of the Congress of Vienna. 
opening the Scheldt and the Rhine to 
navigation by all states upon equal 
terins. Before this time states locat- 
ed on the upper waters of such rivers 
vere held to have oniy an imperfec* 
right to the innocent use of the low- 
er stretches. 

Although “the freedom of the seas’ 
and of international rivers was thus 
eettled In principle there has been 
practically a denial of the opportuni- 
'y to some states to enjoy the right. 
through the existence of antagonistic 
principles in the law of nations. 

lor example, an inland state is in 
principle as fully entitled to the use 
of the seas as the greatest maritinie 
state, but as the society of nations 1s 
conceived as made up of political en- 
titles exercising absolute and unac- 
countable sovereignty over their re-' 
Spective territories, it is for a mari- 
time state alone to say whether an 
adjoining inland state may have an 
outlet across its territory to the sea. 

The inland state may bargain for 
the privilege and obtain a water or 
rail outlet by treaty, as did Serbia 
from Greece in the Uskub-Salontiki 
Railroad, but it is a matter wholly 
for the grantor to determine; the 
ro.iety of nations is not concerned. 
If the adjoining maritime state can, 
by denial of the outlet, reduce the 
inland state to economic vassalago, 
it is considered good business.

And yet the de- 
struction or regulation of neutral 
commerce thus rendered possible is 
not in violation of law, but 
rather in the absence of law. The 
vagueness of the laws of maritime 


warfare is such, and the practice 60. 


contradictory, that almost any .bel- 
ligerent act can be defended. 
When two states go to war, if those 
remaining neutral are 
powerful, they can be compelled to 
observe the neutrals’ conception of 
their richts; but these same neutral 
states as belligerents consider neutral! 


rights on the sea as little more than . 


claims to limit the success of bel- 
ligerent action. 

Nowhere is there any organized 
world force to set limits to the rights 
of each. The result is a constant 
contradiction in the professions of 
powerful maritime states, conform- 
ing to their opposing interests as neu- 
tral or belligerent. 


In blockading an enemy's coast, . 
the blockading state may establish 


his cordon of ships hundreds of 
miles from the blockaded coasts and 
there pursue his searching and cap- 
turing operations. 

As to the articles useful in war be- 
ing shipped to his enemy, the bel- 
ligerents themselves declare what 
these articles, contraband, shall be. 
In the present war it was facetious- 


ly but with relative truth, asserted 


that Great Britain proclaimed on her, 


contraband lists every article of 
commerce with the sole exception of 
feathers. 

As to mines, we know that they 
over the high seas as to make safe 
navigation of the Atlantic and HEuro- 
pean waters impossible. 

There can be no such thing as “the 
freedom of the seas"’ in time of war 
unless clear and restricted limits are 
set to such practices.

O what extent “the freedom 

| of the seas” was nonexistent 
in time of peace, in the fif-

Spain asserted sovereignty 
over the Pacific Ocean, the Gulf 
of Mexico and part of the At- 
lantic.

In 1650, when Francis 
Drake returned from his historic 
voyage to the Pacific the Span- 
isli Minister lodged a vigorous 
protest against this violation of 
Spanish sovereign rights. 

In 1636 the Dutch were 
quired to pay England $150,009 
for the privilege of fishing 
in the North Séa. 

In 1554. when Philip Il of

Walking as an Exer- 
cise That Will Retain 
the Bloom of Youth 
for Those Who Are 


Ageing.

woN this day of rapid transit by 
| street car, jitney and  flivver. | 

walking has become almost a lost 
art. The morning and night rush for 
a seat in a street car is about the 
limit of motive power many persons 
| put into their legs from day to day. 
|The stimulating sting of the bracing 
cold air has no chance to bring the 
ruddy glow of health to their cheeks, 
and the bright sunlight seldom) 
catches them in the open long) 
enough to bathe their bodies in the! 
| purifying rays of heat, light and en-. 
ergy. Probably there is no residence) 
_street in the city that is more than) 
two blocks from a car line, so the 
‘lure of slumber is made doubly at- 
tractive by the knowledge that a 
' thousand horsepower ‘‘car’’ is wait- 
ing just around the corner to trans- 
port us at express speed to our daily 
' work. 

In this talk I will try to impress 
upon the people the important lesson 
that good health is the greatest 
blessing that man can possess; and 
next to point out the simple means at 
the command of everyone to obtain 
and keep good health, all for the 
purpose of enabling our citizens to 
avoid some of the health dangers 
they encounter daily and can ward 
off if they will only learn and prac- 
tice the simple rules of hygienic and 


sanitary living. 
ALKING is a hygienic exer-'| 
cise. When we walk every 


muscle in the body is brought 
actively into use to a greater or less- 
er degree, and has a tonic influence 
on the entire system. The evils of 
constipation can be overcome more 
effectually by proper walking per- 
sistently practiced than in any oth- 
er way. Workers whose duties re- 
quire them to sit or stand quietly a 
large portion of the day are partic- 
ularly prone to suffer from lack of 
exercise and for them a daily walk 
would be the best kind of health in- 
surance. But even those who are 
more or less active in their work, 
especially if it is indoor work, 
should practice walking in the open 
air. 

There have been many methods 
proposed to ward off old age and 
prevent attack from infectious dis- 
eases, but the good, old-fashioned 
habit of walking is moré likely to 
crown one with the bloom of youth 
and increase’ resistance to disease 
than any of the artificial] means ad- 
vocated by this or that faddist. Wes- 
ton walked across the continent at 
70 years of age, and others have 
tramped immense distances in search 
of or to maintain good health, and 
have found it. 

Walking clubs are becoming fash- 
ionable in some parts of the coun- 
try and we would like to see our 
people begin making it a daily hab- 
it. A daily walk of half a mile, a_ 
mile or two miles gradually in- 
creased to reasonable distances will | 
return dividends on health protec- 
tion that could not be earned = s80 
readily by any other means. 
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ON’T lose your temper. It is of 
far more importance to keep good 
tempered and undisturbed even if 
things do go a little wrong, than to 
set the nerves of the whole family 
on edge because of some omission. 
Never use water which has been in 
standing over night in the tea kettle. 
In the morning fill it with fresh wa- 
ter, boil and use at once. 
If copper or brass is very dirty, 
don’t worry, but put some fine salt 
on a plate, dip fnto it a cut lemon 
‘and rub on the metal. The strong | 
acid will remove the worst stain. | 

Don't allow graniteware to dry, 
over a hot fire, as the heat in ex- 
panding may cause the outside to 
scale.

ERSAILLES, where the 
V peace conference is to be 
held, has tragic memories 
for France as the scene of her 
great humiliation, when, on Jan. 
18, 1871, in the famous Galleries 
des Glaces, King William of Prus- 
sia was proclaimed German Em- 
peror. About five weeks later, 
the French envoys .were forced 
to sign the preliminaries of the 
hard peace imposed upon France 
by Bismarck. 
The Germans set an imposing 
stage for the first ceremony. Old 
King Wiliam, the Crown Prince 


man Emperor; Bismarck, Moltke 


and other Prussian Generals and. 


Princes, assembled for a religious 
service. After the sermon Was 
preached the King read a patent 
establishing the empire, and Bis- 
marck, followed with the procla- 
mation, which concluded: “May
